The highest temperature of the 
year, 95 degrees. was recorded here 
at 2 o'clock this afternoon, after a 
previous record of 94 at 3:30 p. m. 
yésterday and $3 the two days be- 
fore that. 

Weather Bureau predictions are 
that the heat has come to stay a 
while and hope for relief through a 
thunder storm tomorrow has been 
given up since the storm was seen 
moving eastward from the Upper 
Mississippi Valley. 

It is cool in the far west and there 
is temporary relief from the heat 
in the extreme east.

Under the bill of the Moderation 
League the Government will apvoint 
a commission of three members to 
administer the sale of liquors for 
consumption @s a beverage in perma- 
nent or temporary residences of per- 
mit holders. Breweries will be per- 
mitted to deliver direct to the homes 
of purchasers and the liquor sold in 
Government stores also will be iJe- 
livered. 

The Legislature will meet in .tuly, 
viledged to enact into law the bil 
which was approved today. A second 
referendum is to be taken on July 
11 on a proopsa! of the Hotel Men's 
Association for sale of beer and wine 
in dining rooms of licensed hotels 
with meals. 

Under the moderation bill resi- 
dents and vfsitors over age would be 
sold annual permits at $1 for the 
purchase of liquor or permits at 50 
cents for a single purchase, but the 
liquor would be delivered and would 
not be taken from the Governinent 
store by the purchaser. 

A provision also was made that 
districts could eliminate Government 
stores by local option, while profits 
derived from the system would be 
equally divided between the province 
and municipalities. 

Quebec and British Columbia have 
adopted measures similar to the one 
voted on yesterday.

RECEIPTS OF $5800 AT OPEN 
AIR THEATER SET NEW RECORD 


Attendance of About 10,500 Last 
Night, However, Less Than Es- 
timated Crowd Tuesday Night. 

The record for paid admissions 
to the Municipal Theater was broken 
last night when box office receipts 
totaled $5,800. The attendance of 
10,500 was approximately 500 less 
than the estimated crowd of 11,000 
Tuesday night, when the theater was 
given over to Rotary International 
convention visitors, but receipts last 
night exceeded those of Tuesday 
night by $300.

INSULIN SUCCESSFUL AGENT 
IN TREATMENT OF DIABETES 


Experiments With Newly Discovered 
Pancreatic Extract Conducted 
by 9 Physicians Over Period 

‘ of 9 Months. 
By the Assoctlated Press. 

NEW YORK. June 23.—Rigorous 
clinical experiments extending over 
a nine months’ period have con- 
firmed insulin, the newly discovered 
pancreatic extract, as a successful 
agent in the treatment of diabetes, 
& report of the experiments made 
public yesterday in the Journal of 
Metabolic Research declares. 

The experiments, conducted in- 
dividually by a committee of 9 
prominent physicians in the United 
States and Canaday appointed by 
Dr. F. G. Banting of Toronto, dis- 
coverer of insulin, showed conclu- 
sively that through this extract the 
physical wasting away which accom- 
panies diabetes can be checked,

“WPST AND EAST,” by Claire 
Sheridan. (Boni & Liveright). 

HEN Herbert Swope, executive 
W editor of the New York World, 

sent Mrs. Claire Sheridan, 
sculptress, and writer of her Ameri- 
can and Russian impressions, to 
Eastern and Western Europe to re- 
port post-war conditions for his pa- 
per, he outlined for her the follow- 
ing suggestions: 

“Life in Europe cahnot be entirely 
one in which economics, finance, 
reparations and the price of the 
franc and the mark crowd out all 
other thoughts from the minds of 
the people.” 

Between these lines one imagines 
one can glimpse Mr. Swope'’s idea 
that his correspondent, being femi- 
nine, would record reactions that 
were emotional, more or less intui- 
tive, and of a personal rather than 
of a political character. 

If he did, he was fooled. 

Mrs. Sheridan's articles are bril- 
liant and they are informative, but 
there is nothing about them except 
the Christian name of the author to 
indicate that they are not the work 
of a man. 

They are curiously unfeminine, 
inasmuch as they are curiously im- 
personal. They deal not with un- 
important persons or incidents in 
Europe, but with the broad political 
canvas of Europe as a whole. 

In addition to being impersonal, 
they seem unbiased. When Mark 
Twain saw Europe in “Innocents 
Abroad,” he did so with the idea 
back in his head that America was 
a great, free and enlightened coun- 
try. He used America, unconscious- 
ly perhaps, as a standard of compar- 
ison. Now Mrs. Sheridan, on the 
contrary, is detached in her view- 
point. She gives the impression of 
being a woman without a country, 
emotionally speaking. 

But however detached her atti- 
tude may have been, the state of 
things in Europe seemed to Mrs. 
Sheridan so bad as to throw her, an 
artist susceptible to environment, 
and owning a mind concernetwith 
the trend of large affairs, into a 
condition of despondency. 

After going through Europe, she 
had come to believe that “‘Freedom 
is only the stuff that poets write 
about and that soldiers think they 
are dying for. Justice is not com: 
patible with government.” Musso- 
lini said to her: “‘Might is right and 
takes the place of justice’; and she 
thought that Mussolini had hit the 
nail on the head. 

Everywhere in Europe, Mrs. Sher- 
idan found a “flaming nationalism, 
due chiefly to the irritation stirred 
up by the treaty of Versailles. No- 
"body wanted war but everybody was 
discussing the inevitable.” 

Paris was pleasure-mad, in a rath- 
er weird fashion. The atmosphere 
of Germany was despair-laden. 

In,Constantinople, however, Mrs. 
Sheridan was happy. “In Turkey I 
found beauty, and I found an intel- 
lectual stimulus, a philosophy and 
a refinement that I have never found 
anywhere else, except in Russia.” 

The most amazing thing in the 
whole book is an opinion of Rudyard 
Kipling'’s, given to Mrs. Sheridan. 
Kipling voices the absolutely origin- 
al impression that America has been 
murdered—by the hand, if you 
please, of Abraham Lincoln! 

“Before 1860," said Kipling, 
“America was a nation, but at that 
time Abraham Lincoln went into a 
war to determine whether the nerro 
should be worked or not, and liest 
2,000,000 of the best. Those 2,000,- 
000 were the pick of Europe. They 
were the people whose ancestors 
had braved the long journey in sail- 
ing ships, they represented the cour- 
ageous and* the strong. After the 
war, steamships were invented and 
instead of eighty immigrants, sicht 
hundred came in every ship, ard in 
more ships. America was flooded 
with aliens of the wrong type. Amer- 
ica—the real America—died in 
1860.”

There is no room 
for legend, folk-lore or tales of pio- 
neer adventure; facts, facts fill and 
There is no poetry, 
either in verse or prose. There is 
not even a line of religious enthusi- 
asm over any of the many enthrall- 
ing characters who pass before the 
readers’ view. 

There wag a time when history 
held her own, an honored place 
among the arts. Such books as this 
will quickly vindicate that place 
again. It is a work of exquisite art; 
whoso brings most understanding to 
it carries most fruit away; whoso 
examines it most attentively finds 
deeper depths of treasure to explore. 
At first sight it almost disappoints, 
it is so modest, apparently so ordi- 
nary. But every recurring reference 
to its well-documented statements 
increases its estimation. Albeit «he 
story of a small village, it is in-truth 
a genuine contribution to the history 
of Missouri, and for that matter— 
as illustrative of a special but im- 
portant phase of early American life 
—to that of the nation.

Ednah Aiken. (Dodd, Mead & Co.) 

ADE GRAEME, unfortuaately 

married, had no thought of 
ewinging off the hinges of custom, 
and so, although a young man and 
the possessor of capacity, he was 
beaten, a failure, hopeless, chained 
to the slavery of an office drudge.

Well, just bear in mind the pleasant fact that within 
a few years Rotary has internationalized the fraternal spirit in business, 
effecting thus a nonpolitical league of nations in which not even the most 
rigid of the “irreconcilables’’ can find the slightest strand of any entan- 
gling alliance.

Not only between the business’ men of nations, but between those of 
local communities, Rotary has been engaged in a revolutionizing process 
for betterment.’ Prior to the birth and the rapid growth of the Rotarian 
movement, there was no concert of action among the business firms or 
individuals of the average city. Each line of business was isolated. Men 
in one line knew little about men in other lines. The local Rotary Club, 
with its"weekly noonday luncheon, became a get-together agency. True, 
representation is limited to one person from each line of business or each 
profession, b through committee work and press publicity the spirit of 
Rotary—service—has been broadcast throughout the community, wher- 
ever a club exists. 


During the World War a young man called at the office of an eminent 
Missourian who had 4 son at the front in France, a member of the flying 
corps. The father himself had passed many months in France, studying 
the struggle, and had returned home and written a book in furtherance 
of the American cause. The young man who visited his office wore a but- 
ton in his coat lapel. He was sitting some distance from his host. 

“Service button?” inquired the eminent man. 

‘‘No—Rotary,” replied his caller. 

“Well, that’s service,” was the older man’s quick remark. 

And so it was, if the young Rotarian had caught the true spirit of the 
movement which had honored him with membership.

Kiwanians, the Associated Advertising Clubs of the World, are up and at 
it in the spirit of genuine service. ) 


Incidentally, shouldn't it be calculated to cause Missourians to do a lit- 
tle pride-thrilling that the international bodies of both the advertising 
men and the Rotarians are from Missouri? LSu Holland as head of the 
advertising clubs, Ray Havens as head of the Rotary clubs. The answer 
is, “Hooray for Missouri—she’s all right!” But—a bit mbdre of preaching, 
if you please—let us all remember that pride goeth before a fall. Where-

MR. HARDING SURRENDERS. 


His St. Louis speech revealed Mr. Harding at 
his best and at his worst. _He was at his best in 
his sincere, impassioned, religiously fervid appea) 
to our sympathy for a stricken world and to our 
sense of fraternal obligation as a gallant, generous 
people to do what we properly can to help the 
world. He was at his worst in his shrink{ng distaste 
for strife, in’ his willingness to sacrifice a great 
objective for the sake of party peace. 

For there can be little doubt that Mr. Harding 
has killed his plan for our entrance into the 
| World Court by proposing conditions to which 
world sentiment. including the American people, 
will not subscribe. In order to get away from the 
“course” of the League of Nations and to mollify 
the “battalion of death’’ in his party, Mr. Harding 
suggests that the World Court be made a self- 
perpetuating body, choosing its own members, fix- 
ing its own salaries, consulting its own will and 
desires in every respect, without responsibility of 
any kind to any body or nation. The evolutionary 
possibilities of such an absolute monarchical insti- 


OPLE | tution are so obviously sinister, indeed, the scheme 


of organization and administraticn is so impracti- 
cable, that insistence upon it will simply mean the 
death warrant of our participation in the Court. 

In proffering such a condition, Mr. Harding has 
wore than made peace with the irreconcilables. 
He has surrendered to them. He has prepared 
end plotted the way for the defeat of his own 
high aim. He has proved conclusively his inca- 
pacity for great leadership. A gentleman of kind- 
liest intentions, he has not the stomach for the 
fight that every leader has to make for every real 
cause. 

As the champion of America’s adhesion to the 
World Court, of American participation in a su- 
preme effort to substitute the processes of justice 
for war, the St. Louis speech is Mr. Harding’s 
Waterloo. 

Partisan politics kept us out of the League. It 
may keep us out of the World Court. Mr. Harding 
has surrendered to the exigencies of politics. 
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OUR UNPLEASANT ISSUE. 

The seizure of the liquor stores on two British 
vessels in the attempt to enforce the decision of 
the Supreme Court with reference to forbidding the 
carrying of liquor fn any vessel within the three- 
mile zone raises a direct issue with foreign nations. 
/ The United States is in an unfortunate position. 
In assuming the right to enforce the Volstead law 
upon the vessels of foreign nations when the liquor 
carried is not intended for sale in America or for 
use within American jurisdiction we have mixed «an 
issue in which if we win we will seriously impair 
the principle of freedom of the seas, for which we 
always fought hitherto, and if we lose ws shall 
have given offense to friendly nations; we are 
going far to destroy the good will we gained during 


the war. 


The sure way to settle the issue is to amend 
the law. Congress should amend the Volstead 
act so that its intent not to interfere with the 
freedom of foreign nations on the seas will be 
clearly defined. It is up to the United States to 
make the amende honorable in this case.

cession. The plot reached the ears of the public, 
however, and there wa3 a storm of indignation and 
a2 warning from the Supreme Court that such a

In the present turmoil of collegiate Srrairs 
the choice of a Chancellor embodies a rather

its head, Washington University is aligned on the 
side of progress. | 

The new Chancellor will bring extraordinary 
equipment to Washington. His has been no clois- 
tered career. He is an alumnns of the rough-and- 
ready school of practical politics, in which he 
proved himself an apt, diligent and successful pupil. 
His election to the governorship in 1908 on the Re- 
publican ticket broke the long Democratic succes- 
sion from reconstruction days. Before he was Gov- 
ernor he had been Attorney-General. In both offices 
he distinguished himself and brought distinction to 
Missouri. Further back, while still in his twenties, 
he had attracted State attention as Prosecuting 
Attorney of Jackson County. But it was in 1912 
when it seemed as if the mantle of destiny were 
to fall upon him. As floor leader of the Roosevel: 
following in the regular Republican convention he 
was the one point of smiling calm in the raging 
tempest. His poise, acumen, capacity and fairness 
finally stood out as a rainbow of promise by which 
the factional differences might be arched. Whether 
legend or historic truth, the reported proffer of 
the steam roller crew to desert Taft and nominate 
Hadley if Roosevelt would withdraw was the log- 
ical compromise of that turbulent hour. Anyhow, 
the plan was not consummated. Subsequently, with 
health impaired, Mr. Hadley removed to Colorado, 
where he became identified with the State Univer- 
sity as Professor of Law, and politics, as regards 
personal ambition, was a closed book. 

Yet despite his talent for and achievements in 
politics, Mr. Hadley was never a politician, as the 
term is used, in appearance, deportment or seeming 
inclination. There was always about him a fine, 
though virile, dignity, something of the professorial 
air, the hallmark of scholarship. Even from the 
proverbially careléss stump, as in his State papers, 
he spoke the language of sound culture, the tongue 
of cap and gown. From the semiretirement of his 
Colorado years has come a book of genuine worth, 
along with unpretentious contributions to subjects 
of public interest. 

Now at 51, Herbert Spencer Hadley returns to 
Missour!, health fully restored, to a position of 
splendid trust and responsibility and beckoning 
opportunity. The Post-Dispatch is frankly delight- 
ed at the selection of this able man of letters and 
affairs for the chancellorship of Washington Uni- 
versity—an office that calls both for the experience 
of real conflict and the purposeful vision of bright 
faith.

How to Plan Informal Good Times for the Young People. 


ACATION days for young people 

—especially those who live in 

suburban towns—are always days 
of pleasure and entertainment which 
sre of the home-grown variety. 
is to say, they are spent on tennis and 
all other outdoor sports available, in- 
formal parties, teas, lawn-fetes, motor 
|‘ienics, club dances and so on. ‘The 
cocial round is fairly continuous, and 
the main problem for the different 
mother hostesses to solve is that of 
refreshments, when to and when not 
to’berve them and what to serve. 


A crowd of young people gather or 
accumulate like a snowball, so the 
wise woman decides that from the be- 
ginning to the end of the vacation she 
will adopt the simplest form of enter- 
tainment, with good things easily 
served, and let the youngsters know 
that they must help if they want all 
the fun possible. 


It is best to have a plan, and then 
all will know what to expect. With 
lots of chairs, low folding-stools and 
cushions on the porch—hammocks 
end swings also—a good-sized serving 
teble and one or more plain inexpen- 
give tea wagons, a big crowd may be 
scrved with the utmost ease. All-pa- 
per service means no dishwashing, 80 
maids do not find fault if they are to 
be considered. Straw trays are light 
and practical for this outdoor use. 

One mother had a plain talk with 
her young people—three daughters, 
two sons and two young nephews who 
were summer guests—and told them 
that every afternoon one boy and one 
gitl must be on duty, when company 
was expected. They could change off 
as they pleased, but she insisted on 
this regular help without having to 
seek it if they expected her to do her 
part ;and she had help consistently 
ol] summer long. 

There were tennis, archery, croquet 
avd two-or three other games at this 
heme, and it was decided that a gong 
should be rung at refreshment time 
and they were all to come in promptly 
so as not to disturb dinner prepara- 
tions by the late refreshments. This 
worked well and it made the young 
people more considerate of their hos- 
tess.

During the | 
strawberry season ske had _ great 
dishes of delicious homemade straw- 
berry shortcake with cream—whipped 
or plain—most excellent coffee, hot or 
cold. On another occasion she served 
strawberry ice cream and two or three 
kinds of cake with a fruit punch; 
ogain fresh fruit salad with bread and 


butter sandwiches and coffee, and at | 


auother time sandwiches of various 
kinds with coffee and ice cream sand- 
wiches as a finish. The plan worked 
well and the service was easy. 

The idea of refreshments has grown 
to the enormity of an extra meal in 
many instances, and it is time to get 
back to just what the original idea 
was. If we entertain discreetly we 
ean entertain often, but if we enter- 
tain extravagantly hospitality of this 
sort destroys its object. 

The younger children also have 
their right to porch-parties and the 
refreshments should be governed in 
the same simple way. Sandwiches and 
fruit lemonade, with a fartty sweet 
will be found sufficient in most cases, 
The sweet may be one of the moulded 
sort, Spanish cream, fruit jelly, char- 
lottes, cream-puffs or eclairs, or a 
tasty fruit-sherbet. The youngsters 
usually play outdoor games and are 
too tired and excited to be over-par- 
ticular as to variety if things are good 
and plentifully served.
